The frauds which put Shafroth in office were of exactly 


-the same character as those which ga^ e Adams the Gov- 
ernorship; they were committed in the same precincts and 
by identically the same gang of election crooks, protected 
and directed by Frank Adsyas. The same circumstances 
prevailed1 in both cases Dishonest election officials -tam- 
pered with tbe ballot boxes and so altered the returns as 
to destroy their value. "When the Supreme Court begari to 
investigate the cases of violation of its injunctive writ last 
fall it applied the law referred to by Mr. Shafroth and or- 
dered the Election Commission not to certify the five pre- 
cincts which were all that it had time to deal with. 


There are several precedents in law to justify this 


course of throwing out the entire precinct, but none more 
succinctly stated than in the famous Londoner case, when 
the court held that.
